Unbiased'minds can not deny that 
there are certain benefits in the mod- 
erate use o> tobacco. 
Almost every 


dentist acknowledges that it has a 
beneficial effect upon the teeth, an 
action attributed, to the neutralizing 
alcallntty of the smoke and to the an- 
tiseptic qualities of nicotine and py< 
rodlne, which destroy the

of microbes which would otherwise 
thrive and

Claude Bernard further believes tnal 
the minute quantity of prusslc acid 
in tobacco is «vaporlzed unu contrib- 
utes to asepsis in the mouth. 


Smoking certainly - relieves tjie 


toothache and Dr. Hepburn affirms 
that decay of the teeth In smokers 
Is slow and' unnotlceable, due to a 
slow, gradual mortlfcatlon of the pulp 


' of the teeth. 
Moreover, the solid 


particles of the smoke are deposited 
upon the depressions in the enamel 
and thus preserve the teeth from de 
cay. 


In spite of this, however, when the 


mucous membrane of, the mouth Is 
irritated 
it Is necessary to abstain 


from smoking, otherwise the affec- 
tion will be exaggerated, but It will 
often suffice if the Irritation Is de- 
creased by the use of less pungent 
tobacco and 
by cooling the smoke. 


• Smoking tobacco allays certain forms 


of gastralgla and .blunts the urgent 
desire for food common in certain 
nervous cases, and on the other hand,

use of a limited diet, but assuredly 
in this case the remedy Is worse than 
the disease. 


Smoking tobacco has been reconv 


mended in certain nervous conditions 
of the digestive 
tract and organs. 


' Dujardln-Beaumetz prescribed it in 
a case of hysteria, complicated 
by 
persistent vomiting, ordering the pa- 
tient to smoke a cigarette after each 
meal. 
The vomiting ceased, but al- 


ways recurred If the cigarette 
was 


omitted. Dr. Oros also recommended 
the same treatment In cases.of oth- 
erwise uncontrollable vomiting. 


As for gastric affections attributed 
to the use of tobacco, they are more 


' • often due to alcohol, a frequent ac- 


companiment of the smotv.ng habit.

ets the tense nerves and renders a 
beneficial sense of well-being. Lady

Impresses even the • conversa- 


tion with sentiments of good will; 
it favors the conciliation of enemies, 
and' the pipe of peace of the savages 
Is not allegorical, 
.but a realism. 


Even more than music tobacco hates 
discord; It conciliates and pacifies. 
Nor does It appeal alone to the,sense 
of taste and odor; the sense of sight 
shares the pleasure; as Is proven by 
the fact that blind men never smoke 
and men blessed with eyesight seldom 
smoke in tho dark. 


Before 
the use of chloroform the 
strangely sedative qualities of tobac- 
co were employed to lessen pain In 
operations and divert the sufferer's 
attention. 
Gen. Mo'reau Is a hlstorl 


cal example of this, for he continued 
to smoke while both his legs were 
amputated at the thighs. 


Boerhave and Palmer, by smoking, 


have quieted the most excruciating 
pains of neuralgia, and when he see 
tobacco thus soothe the spirit and di-

Plttsburg. Pa., Sept, 4.—A movement 


which may be of considerable moment 
Jn the steel strike came to light last 
night.

plate workers of Joliet have been re- 
ceived tiy leading tlnplate strikers., at 
the Demmler and Star plants, urpins 
them to break away from tiic Amal- 
gamated association and ally them- 
selves with the Tlnp'.ato Workers' In- 
ternational association.

that this would put tho tlnplate work- 
ers in position'to ask for a scale next 
year, wher^as-lf they rnmula with tl'.A' 
Amalgamated association 
and

strike should be lost they would bu 
compelled to go back to work Individ- 
ually. The movoment If carried out 
successfully would mean that the tin- 
plate company could resume ut all of 
its plants within a short time. A can- 
vass of the. Demmler men has been 
made, and It is said 90 per cent of them 
are in favor of returning to work at 
once. The. sentiment Is reported even 
stronger at Joliet, where the men have 
bad work but iwo months In the last 
twelve.

IT LOOKS I>AKK FOR MKN. 


Strike Condition* Growing Puvoruttle to 


the Steel Corporation. 


Plttsburg, Sept. 4.—It was believed 


that the creditable labor demonstra- 
tion .would give impetus to the steel 
strikers' cause and strengthen them In 
their great fight, but the developments 
to the masters. 


From nearly every point In this dis-. 


trlct the reports were of a discouraging 
nature to the strikers. Thirty-two new 
workmen, all said to' be skilled, en- 
tered the Star.tin plate works without 
molestation; 125 machinists- returned 
to.work In the Pennsylvania and Con- 
tinental tube plants and twelve Im- 
ported men went to work at the steel 


. hoop mill In Monessen. 


At Duquesne no turther efforts were 


made to get the men out and the works 
were In lull operation. Painter's and 
Lindsay & McCutcheon's mills were 
again running, with increased forces, 
while the conditions at McKeesport 
were without material change. The 
report that the strikers would make 
another demonstration at the gates of 
the Katlonal Tube Works and prevent 
the men entering the mills, as was 
done yesterday, drew a large crowd, 
but, aa the men remained away, there 
•were no disturbances. 


Humor of Conference. 


Rumors of peace still continue In 


circulation, but nothing definite can 
be traced to a reliable source. Among 
the latest reports Is one to tho 'effect 
that a conference would possibly be 
held today, at which the strike might 
be settled. 
Prominent manufacturers 


•nd the leaders of the strike, however, 
declared they knew nothing of the .in- 
tended meeting.

.The men taken into the Star plant 


come from Philadelphia and are said 
to be all skilled workmen. The com- 
ing of the new men was a complete 
surprise to the strikers and pickets, 
and when they oaw a small army of 
workers, accompanied by another army 
of policemen, making for the main en- 
trance to the plant, so great was their 
surprise that not a single picket made 
an effort to Intercept'them. They slm- 


. ply stood by and watched the largest 


body of imported men since the strike 
inarch Into the plant to take their 
places.

The management was In good humor' 


and 
announced that It expected to 


have seven of the mills In the plant 
In operation before the close of the 
day. 


Many Keturn to Work. ' 


i ^.Wlien the whistle blew at the Con- 
tinental Tube Works In this city' today 
seventy-flve machinists and pipe-cut- 
ters entered the plant, and simultane- 
ously fifty others returned to work at 
the Pennsylvania Tube Works, adjoin- 
ing. No trouble resulted, and the vicin- 
ity of the mills was serene and peace- 
ful. 
General Manager Latshaw of the 


!Pennsylvania Tube 
Company stated 


that when the machinists completed 
the new furnace the company expected 
to start the plant In full. He antici- 
pated no' trouble whatever. 


President Shaffer was late In reach- 


ing his office and was a tired man after 
the parade and speech-making of yes- 
terday. It was 3 o'clock this morning, 
be said, when he retired, having been 
kept up attending to his mail. Refer-
